Other ſome litting in the tops of Tres might beholde 
their houſes onerflowne with the Waters: ſoms their 
boaſes carped quite away ; and no ſigne 03 token leſt 
there of them. ; 

Manx ot them might le, as they (od bpon the tops 
of high Billes, their Cattle periſh, and could not fell 
how to ſuctour them, and their Barnes, with all their 
oz of Cozus and Graine quite conſamed, which was 
no ſmall griefe vato them, 
Many people and Cattle in diners places of thoſe 
Cantreys, might hane bene ſaued in time, if that the 
cuntreys had bene any thing like furniſhed with botes 
other p2oniflonfit foz ſuch a ſudden Accident, as this 
was, which as God himſelfs knoweth., was little ex⸗ 
pettedof them to haue fallen ſo ſuddenly vpen them. 
But ſ>fng ide cuntreys were lo bnfurniſbed with 
Votes much harme was dent, to the vtter vndoing

The Foundations of many Churches and bovles, 
were in a manner decaped, and ſome carred quite as 
way, as in Cardiffe, iu thecountp of Glamorgan there 
was a great part ofthe Church next ths Water fideeas 
ten downe, with the Mater, many houſes and Gars 
dens there, which were nare the water ſide , were all 
ouerflowen, and mach harms done. 

Divers other Charches lie hidden in the Waters, 
and ſome of them the tops are to he ſane: and other 
ſome, nothing at all to bo (&@ne, but the very tops ofthe 
Staples, and otloms of them nothing at all, neyther 
ſteeple noz nothingelſe. Alſo many ſchales ot young 
ſchollers, in many places of thoſe cuntreys, tad in great 
perplexitie, ſome of them adaenturing home to theix 
parents were dzowneb by the way:Dtyer ſome ſtaying 
bebinde in in Churches, did climbs vp ia the tops of 
Staples, where thep were very untere ſtarned to death 
foz want of lode and fire: many by the help of boars 
andplanbesof Mod, (wam to dr land and ſo were 
pat lerued from vatimely Death, Mane had Woates 
bought them, ſome 10, miles, ſome 15. ſome 20, where 
there was neuer ſene any Boates befoze . 

Thus Godſuffred many at them to eſcape his pꝛetull 
wzath, in hope of their amendment of lite: Meme men 
that were riding on the high wayes were overtaken 
with theſe mercileſs Waters, and wers dzowned.
